Alberta last week followed the 
lead set by Ontario not long ago 
in discontinuing. financial sup- 
port for Government House, offi- 
cial residence of .His Honor 
Lientenant-Governor J. C. Bowen. 
During discussion of estimates 
on Friday evening the back 
benchers made it quite clear to 
the Government they were op- 
posed to even such expenses as 
chauffeur, secretary, stationery 
and travelling costs being born by 
the Province. They.were cut out 
of the coming year’s expendi- 
jures—and Government House 
will be put to some other use 
after March 31. 

This doesn’t mean the Province 
will not have a representative of 
His Majesty. It means there will 
be no official executive residence 
in the Province. His Honor re- 
ceives an annual-salary of $9,000 
from the Federal Government 
and Ottawa will have to provide 
him with writing paper and 
so on. 

Reporters witnessed a method 
of trial new to most of them—at 
least under the Union Jack, on 
Thursday, when one of _ the 
accredited members of the Al- 
berta Legislative Press Gallery, 
Don C. Brown, internationally 
known. mewsman, reporter and 
political columnist, author of 
“Under the Dome” in the Edmon- 
ton Journal, was hailed before 
the House committee on priv, 
ileges and elections, found guilty 
of what Social Credit-ers called 
misrepresentation, and sentenced 
to Lethbridge jail for an indeft- 
nite period of time, “during the 
pleasure of the House.”

The reasoning secms ‘sound enough, so why 
hot legalize this practice {which is going to con- 
tinue regardless of laws) in such a way that Gov- 
ernment supervision will minimize the chance of 
graft and crookedness?

There is no doubt that Southern Saskatchewan 
can come back, and there is no doubt but that the 
return of our sister province to a better finan- 
cial condition will in return help Canada as a 
whole. For the past seven years the Dominion 
Government has been forced to expend millions of 
public money in the dust bowl to enable the 
farmers there to live. With Southern Saskatche- 
wan once more taking its place as the granary 
of the Empire, this money may he expended by 
the governments of Canada and Saskatchewan on 
more conerete and constructive works.

As a member of the Creamer- 
ies referred to nhove, known as 
th Sunny Alberta Creamerics 
Ltd., 1 cannot reconcile this loss 
with the Balance Sheet and Profit 
and Loss Statement of the Sunny 
Alberta Creamerics, issued as at 
August 30, 1937. 

The arrangement between the 
Central Alberta Dairy Pool and 
the Sunny Alberta Creameries, 
Ltd., was a matter of the former 
providing storage space and tke 
necessary finances for butter 
consigned to the latter. All the 
butter was to be.sold at the high- 
est market price, und the Central 
Alberta Dairy Pool was to have 
the preference,: All incidentals, 
such as salaries, insurance, stor- 
age, etc., in connection with the 
handling of the butter were paid 
by Sunny Alberta Creameries out 
of a fund created by a levy of 
% vent per pound of butter 
handled by them. According to 
the financial statement of the 
Sunny Alberta Creameries Ltd., 
this deduction of 4% cent proved 
to be sufficient to cover al) ex- 
penses incidental 19 the business, 
including excess advances to 
some creameries. In view of this
